On the evening of the 11th inst., Sam- 
uel C. ljM-kev, Eaq., dieil at hif* home in 
Cuero. For aome time he lia<l l»een a 
patient sufferer with a complication of 
dieeaees, ami hail just returned home, 
the evening before his death, from San 
Antonio, where he had l>een under the 
treatment of the eminent I>r. Herff. 
While hia death was anticipated within 
the next fortnight, it was not apprehend- 
ed ao suddenly. But yesterday, sur- 
rounded by hi* family an l his intimate 
friends, he sjioke a* rationally and com- 
posedly, and his mind seemed to he as 
active and clear, and his judgment as 
Mound as ever. His last hours were ir- 
deed a fitting close, a perfect reflex of 
his w hole life. He had struggled man- 
fully against the gnawing, insidious dis- 
ease, which wo* slowly, hut surely, de- 
stroying his vital spark; with his keen 
mental eye he beheld the spectre of 
death; he did not dread it. but approacl - 
ed it in that reverential calm with which 
he had faced it on the battle field and 
with that mental composure with which 
be had met the great problems of an ac- 
tive and stormy life— without a tremor 
of precipitate fear or confusion.
